The gram 
crop, in many parts of tlie State, is said to be much more abundant than in any of the sur¬ 
rounding States, and although the cotton crop, when we estimate the quantity planted, will not 
equal the prodnetion of some former years, it is fair to conclude, that the enlianced price con¬ 
sequent upon diminished production, will yield lotlie planter an adequate profit upon his capi-^ 
tal and labor. It is a source of most agreeable reflection, too, lo perceive that tliat portion of 
our fellow citizens, who, in common with much larger portions in other parts of the United 
States, were laboring under pecuniary embarrassment, growing out of the sudden and usiex- 
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ompied revulsion in the commercial and momentary affairs of the country, under a system of 
rigid economy and presevering industry, and profiting by the tsahitary admonitions of past ex¬ 
perience, are rapidly emerging from tiie difficulties in which they were involved, and will, no 
doubt, by continued perseverance in the commendable course so nobly begun, soon find them¬ 
selves entirely relieved from the entanglements of debt, and in the enjoyment of prosperity, 
affluence and comfort. 

Another source of peculiar gratification at the present period, is, that for the first time since 
the adoption of our State Constitution, we are in the full and undisturbed possession of the 
whole extent of soil embraced within our territoriaijlimits. The last remnant of the iiative,onginaI 
possessors of the soil, included within the limits of this State, have, in pursuance of the policy 
of the General Government, and under the superintendence and direction of a distinguished of 
ficer of the Army of the United States, been removed, or are now on their way lo the homes 
provided for them, in exchange for their lands, v/est of the Mississippi. And although the 
sigh of regret and commiseration may escape us, when we reflect on the necessity that existed 
for the removal of this wasting and unfortunate race of beings, from the land of their nativity 
and the homes and the graves of tluiir ancestors, we cannot be insensible lo the great and man¬ 
ifest advantages which have, in consequence of this policy, resulted to us. 

'J'he Government of tiie United States, in pursuance of the wise and liberal policy which 
has nnifornily characterized its legislation in reference to the new States of this Union, has ex¬ 
tended the pre-emptive system to the lands lying in this State, recently acquired from the In¬ 
dians; and it cannot fail to prove a source of pride and gratification to every citizens of Alaba¬ 
ma, tliat her Senators and Representatives in Congress have eminently contributed to the suc¬ 
cess and continuance of a system, not only just m itself, but fraught with peculiar advantages 
to a larg-o and meritorious calss of our fullovv citizens. 

It vvoiih.l bo improper for me to omir, on this occasion, to bear testimony lo the manner in 
winch that portion of the people of this State, who were called on for that purpose, performed, 
in all human probability, the lastact in tlie drama of our Indian affliirs. In complying with the 
requisition from the War Department for troops to aid in the execution of the treaty with the 
Cherokecs, the only difficulty experienced was in determining who, among the great number 
tendering their services, could bo most properly excluded from the service of their country.— 
And at a later period, when, from the aspect of the negotiations between the Secretary of 
War, and certain Chiefs of the Cherokee Nation, 1 felt it to be my duty to organize a force of 
fifiecn liundred lufui, to act as circumstances might require, and issued an order to tliat effect to 
IMajor Generals Ikitter.soii and Philpo% commanding the first and seventh divisions, to furnish 
seven huudred and fifty men eacli, from their respective cemrnands, the roquisit number imme- 
diatly stepped forward with a promptitude and alacrity which reflects the highest credit on their 
patriotism and valor. 

Tiie war with t.iie {Semirioles still lingers toils termination, and the people of Dale county 
have e.xpenenced groat inconvenience and considerable Joss from its continuance. In the 
month of January last, from the repeated and pressing solicitations of the inhabitants of that 
county, 1 considered it proper to authorize Col. William Pouncy, who was recommended to 
me as an excellent partizau ollicer, to raise a company ot Mounted Rangers, to protect the fron¬ 
tier inhabitants against the incursions of straggling parties of Indians, and to enable the settlers 
to plant their crops; and am happy to learn that this precautionary measure had llic desired ef¬ 
fect. Part of tile expense of this measure, amounting to seven humlr'd and fifty dollars, has 
been paid out of the contingent fund, and it will become the duly of the (jerieral Assembly to 
provide, by iaw, for the pavment of the balance. While upon this subject, I bf^g leave to 
recommend to your careful examination, the claims growing out of the late difficuities with 
the Creek Indians. To provide for the payment cf tliose wlio performed services, and incur 
expenses in times of })uh!ic difficulty and danger, is one of the cltaresl uietates id juslice, as 
well as gratitude. In order to facilitate your enquiries upon this sulject, and to urr-vent mis¬ 
takes, I have requested the State 'I’reasurer lo furnish you witii a camj)ltte gfateraent of luo 
amount of tlie accounts, and tlie individuals to whom paid, in virtue of acts ot upjnopriation, 
us well as tiiose allovved by the Commissioner appointed for tluit }iur[)os:o. 

Under tlie act of the 23(1 of December, 1837, authorizing the appoinlinent of three Com- 
missioners to examine the Slate Hank and Branches, and to report to this Department in the 
manner specified in said act, on tljo 3lst day of January, I appointee Jolm B. Norris of the city 
Mobile, Tiiomas Owen of Tuskaloosa, a id Thomas Brandon of Huntsville, to perform that duty. 
Their first report, exhibiting the actual condition of the Banks up to tlie period at which the 
examination closed, was commumcated in May. The second exaunualion conlempla’ed by 
the act under wiiich tlie Commissioners were appointed, was closed a few days since, but has 
not been formally communicated lo this Deparimcnc. From the acknowledged ability of the 
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Commiasioners, it is fair to presume that the second report will contain many valuable and 
important suggestions with regard to the future management of the Banks. Both the reports 
will, according to the terms of the law, be communicated to you during the present session. 

Many reasons conspire, in the present unexampled conjunctnre of our public affairs, to ren¬ 
der the State Bank and its Branches, objects of peculiar solicitude and anxiety to those who 
are engaged in the public service. And, notwithstanding a just diffidence in my abilities with 
respect to most matters, and especially the question of Banking and Finance, as one of the re¬ 
quirements of the Constitution is, that I should recommend to your consideration such meas¬ 
ures as I may deem expedient, 1 beg leave respectfully to submit to you the propriety of certain 
cardinal changes in the mode of managing the State Bank and Branches, which appear to rny 
mind as indispensably necessary to their successful operation. Neither vvonld it be altogether, 
candid in me, not to ^ay, that originally I was opposed to the whole State Bank system. I 
thought I saw in the system itself, intrinsic difficulties not to be overcome by any course of 
management, however prudent, and the tendencies of which could not be counteracted by any 
policy, however wise and cautious. But subsequent observation and reflection have both ten¬ 
ded to convince mo, that the defects I iiad supposed to be inherent in the system itself, have 
proceeded, in a great measure, if not entirely, from defective organization and mismanagement 
and are mainly attributable to the following causes: 

1st. The want of some general head or controlling principle. 

2d. The frequent election of numerous Boards of Jlirectors by the Legislature. 

3d, The mode of compensating the Directors, in the shape of Discounts and accommoda¬ 
tions. 

4th. In not requiring the Banks to keep a larger amount of spcice in their vaults, in propor¬ 
tion to their circulation. And 

5th. The transaction of too large a portion of their business on long lime. Under this last 
liead will, of course, be included the unreasonably large sums loaned to individuals. 

I'he constitutional provision under which the State Bank and Branches are established, is in 
the following language: “One State Bank may be established, with such number of Branches 
as the Legislature may, from time to time, deem expedient,” &c. 

The evident import and meaning of this language would seem to be, that the Branch 
Banks were to be emanations from the State Bank, or that tliey were to bo conneetdd with it; 
or, at least, that they should be so organized as to form parts of the same system, and to act in 
concert and harmony witli the mother Bank, as well as with each other, instead of being what 
in fact they now are, independent institutions, each acting for itself, with very little, if any, re¬ 
gard to the interest of each other, without any unity of purpese or design, and entirely uninflu¬ 
enced by the operation of any general principle. Indeed, it must be obvious to every one who 
has bestowed tlie sliglitest attention, or made the lesat observation on the subject, that the 
Brancheji of the Bank of the Slate o/'AZa6aare Branches in name merely; and that to all 
practical intents and purposes, they are separate, distinct and independent institutions; and that 
notwithstanding they rest for support on the same common foundation, the fliilh and credit of 
the State, and, properly managed, none can rely on a surer or saferbasis; that owing to the in¬ 
fluence of divided counsels; or to the separate, distinct and independent action of unconnected 
and conflicting views—being bound together by no common principle of harmonious action 
they are, at all times, in danger of defeating the primary object which the framers of the Con- 
stiiution had in view—furnishing a sound, stable and uniform currency. Indeed this year has 
witnessed the fact, that some, if not all tliese institutions have made a difference between their 
own paper and that of other State institutions. But really, when we consider the obvious de¬ 
parture from the sp’rit ahd meaning of the Constitution, in the establishment and organization 
of the Branch Hanka^ and bee that these Branehes have not, and never had, any connection 
with the body of which they purport to be members, it is only astonishing that they should have 
succxeeded as well as they have. For an organized body witliout a head, or any general control¬ 
ling power, is an anomaly in priiic'ple, and, if not an absurdity in practice, must at all times bo 
eccentric in its movements, and of dangerous tendency. The only two inodes that occur to me 
as likely to remedy the existing defects in the organization of the system, are the following: 
either to invest the mother Bank a controlling power over the Branches, or to create a Board of 
Control, consisting of five Commissioners, one for each Bank, with a competent salary, and 
making it their duly to meet as often as circumstances might render it proper, and to prescribe 
general rules for the government of the State Bank and each of the Branches, in all their 
general operations, and leaving matters of detail to the respective Boards of Directors. 

Another palpable defect in the system, is the mode of electing, and the number of the Di¬ 
rectors. The Directors are loo much dependent on the members of the Legislature—and the 
members of the Legislature themselves do not and cannot act under a sufficient sense of ro- 
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•ponsibility, in the election of Bank Directors. Indceds I look upon the present mode of elec¬ 
ting' Bank Directors, as not only having an inevitable tendency to, but as certain to end in cor¬ 
ruption, as that effects follow their causes. 

I trust I shall not be understood as making unworthy oi improper allusions to any existing 
state of things, t am endeavoring, by the exorcise of a prudent foresight, to guard against 
the mischiefs that lie before us, and which may, if not guarded against, endanger the safety of 
our institutions. 

In bringing again to the attention of the I^egislature, that change in the mode of electing 
Bank Directors, which, on a former occas on, I felt it to be my duty to present to their consid¬ 
eration, I am not unaware that I may subject myself to the charge of pertinacity of views, and 
probably, my motives to misconstruction. Bnt [ greatly mistake my devotion to the welfare of 
the people of this State, if any seltish consideration could induce me to whithhold the expres¬ 
sion of any opinion, i might think calculated to promote their interest. Anti if such a time 
ever should arrive, 1 sfionld consider myself utterly unworthy of their confidence. Fortunate¬ 
ly, however, my opinions upon this subject are recorded upon the journals of (he body of which 
I was a member, at the time when it was impossible for me to have been actuated by a desire 
to diminish the powers of the Legislature, or increase those of the Executive. 

The best reflection I have been enabled to give to the subject, leads to the conclusion that 
the most important improvement that could be made in the inanagenent of the Banks, so far as 
tlto election of Directors is concerned, would bo to reduce the number to six, make it the duty 
of the Governor to nominate double that number to the two Houses, and let them elect, as they 
now do, by joint vote—pay the Directors a competent salary for their .services; and cut them 
off from all accommodation or liability at the fState Bauk, or any of its Branches, during the 
lime for wiiich they are eiecLed. 

'Flic objection to this change is, that it increases the powers of the Executive in proportion 
as it diminishes the powers of the Legi.<^lature. This is admitted. But let us enquire wheth¬ 
er it is not mucli more probable that the Governor will exercise this power i /1 a manner more 
likely to promote the public good than the Legislature. For I apprehend it will be readily con¬ 
ceded, tliat every portion of delegated power, should be vested where its exercise will be mo.st 
likely to advance the public interest. Neither will it be controverted, that any portion of pow¬ 
er may be safely deposited, in any branch or department of the government, where the public 
good requires it to be placed, provided tlie exercise of such power be accompanied by adequate 
and correspondent responsibility. Indeed the great desideratum in parting with power, is to 
secure its faithful exercise by certain and adequate responsibility. 

It is in this point of view mainly, that the proposed change has a manifest advantage of the 
existing mode of electing Directors. For, admit that each member of the Legislature is com¬ 
petent lo judge of the qualilicationg of Bank Directors as the Governor, yet tiio responsibility 
that will attach to the Executive ifnder the nominating plan, comparerl with that \Y hich no’v 
rests upon the members of the Legislature will he as one liundred and thirty is to one; or to 
speak more plainly, that the responsibility whicli now altaciics to, and is divided among the one 
hundred and thirty individuals composing the General Assembly, will attach itself directly to 
the Governor alone. But it is objected (hat it would be dangerous lo repose this pow’er in the 
Governor, because he would use it to promote his own views of interest or ambition, and that 
his nominations would always be made from among liis persona! or political friends. i^»nt it 
should be renif^'mhered tiiat the Legislature has a constant check upon him, by rejecting hia 
nominations if they are injudicious or improper, and the vigilant eye of the public would be al¬ 
ways upon him. And even udmitling, for a moment, although lam far from attributing such 
moliv^^s to others, that an individual elevated to the (dhief Magistracy of an enlightened Stat!% 
could so far forget the duties of that honorable station, as to attempt to infuse corruption into 
lier monied institutions, which are her political life’s bloofI, by selecting a set of unprincipled 
men, who would be willing to pander to his cupidity, or inmister to his ambition, it by no mean.s 
follow that it would not be better, even to incur the risk of the delinquency and corruption of 
one individual, than to keep the most numerous and powerful department of the govtcrnment 
constantly in the wav of temptation. And with re.<=:pect to the gratification of personal or po¬ 
litical partiality or prejudice, all the remarks which apply to t!ie relative responsibility of the 
two modes, apply with equal force to this objection; or in other words, it is impossible that the 
Governor shall have as many personal or political favorite.s to gratify in tlie nomination of 
Bank Dir ectors, as one hundred and thirty gentlemen, equally intelligent, equally popuhir, and 

just as influential in every respect. i- ,, r. i . • 

’fhe retsons in favor of reducing the number of Directors are threefold. Perhaps, there i.s 
no political axiom more conformable to reason, and correct obsorvatiou and e.xperienco, than, 
that in the creation of public agents, the smallest numhcT that can be safely trusted with any 
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gfiven power, and can exercise it cfTectually, is always best; especially when they are to be hber- 
uity paid at the public expense. 

First, then, there would be greater certainty of obtaining six than the present number, pos¬ 
sessing the requisite quaiiricatioiis in the different sections ofthe State where tiie Banks are lo¬ 
cated; secondly, there would be more likely to he unanimity of opinion and efficiency of action 
in a small number: and la!>tly, the difference in point of economy, between paying six, and 
twelve or fourteen, at eacli bank, is well worthy of consideration. 

But it may be asked, can it be possible, that twelve or fourteen gentlemen, possessed of the 
re([uisite quali/icalions for Bank Directors, cannot be found in the vicinity ofthe State Bank, 
and Branches? '1 he condition of some ofthe Banks at least, furnishes the answer to this ques¬ 
tion. 

It is urged, however, that reducing the number is anti-republican—that, it is taking power 
from the many, and giving it to tlie few. This objection, if well founded, would be unariswcra' 
ble. But of all the objections urged against t(ic proposed cliange, this is tiie most deceptive, 
and the most fallacious. For corporations, in their very essence, are anti-republican; being 
based upon powers abstracted from the common mass of power, and vested in a limited number 
for particular purposes. 

By the many, wlnn used in reference te political institutions, we mean the people; and the 
power vested in a corporation, is taken away from the people the moment tlie corporation is 
created ; and tlie only interest, the people have in the matter, is, tliat the power tliiis taken away 
shculd be vested in whatever number is most likely to exercise it fir their benefit, whether that 
number be few or many. And to say riotliing more ofthe idea of introducing p ditical princi¬ 
ples into the organization of monied instiutions, or pecuniary affairs of any kind; it may be safe¬ 
ly affirmed, tliat. if any Bunking institutions ever should be based on sucii principles, they will 
be certain, in the end, to bt'comc political engines in tiie hands of whatever jiarty may predomi¬ 
nate in politics, and to defeat the very object of tlieir creation. 

'I'he history of lliolate Bank of tlie United States fnrnisiies us with a memorable lesson upon 
tlie subject of clothing monied institutions with political powers, ororganizing them on political 
principles. 

The most objectionable feature, upon the first blush, in the proposed change, although I arn 
convinced it is one of indisjiensablo necessity, is cutting off the Directors from all a c corn mod a- 
tions, and preventing their becoming liable to the banks, or either of tiiem, to any extent, during 
the time for which they are elected. According to the theory of our Government, and it is a theory 
dear to every patriot; eacii citizen is entitled to the enjoyment of equal rights. Hence, abitrari- 
Jy to deprive a Bank Director of tlie rights to which, as a citizim, lie would be entitled, would 
be unjust and oppressive. But it is a mere qualification for office, which he may accept or re¬ 
fuse, and to which a sufficient salary is affixed, to compensate him, for the sacrifices he makes, 
and the labor lie performs. 

I canru t dismiss tiiis fiart (ff the subject, without expressing the ino^t decided disapprobation 
of 1 lie present mode of compensating tiie Directors for their services, in liie form of increased 
facilities and accommodations. And 1 regret to add, that the past liistory of tlie bunks, unfor¬ 
tunately speaks a language much more intelligible, than any 1 can employ upon this subject. 
Perlrajis of all the modes that iiuman ingenuity could devise, for paying public agents for their 
services, there is noiu; more pernicious and unwise in principle, or leading' more inevitably to 
corruption in practice, tlian leaving it to the agents themselves. It is true, there is^a prescrib¬ 
ed limit beyond whicli, under the present system, the Directors are prohibited from going. 
But lie is an indifll rent judge of human nature, who does not know, that placing and keeping 
men constantly in tlie way of temptation, is not the surest method of preserving llieir honesty, 
or ensuring a faithful discliarge of tlieir public duties. 

The other detects, to whicti 1 iiave alluded as presenting impediments to the successful ope¬ 
ration of the banks, are, their failing lo keep a larger amount of specie or its equivalent, in 
projiortion to the amount of tlieir circulation, always on hand ; the oaning of large amounts to 
individuals, to foster and pamper a ruinous system of speculation, instead of distributing their 
loans equally, so as to meet the general wants ofthe community; and of transacting too large a 
portion of their business on long time, 

^J'hat each of tb.cse suggestions, will receive at your hands the consideration to whiciiit is 
entitled, 1 entertain not tiie smallest doubt. 

J candidly admit, that the circumstances under which this communication is rnade, impart 
to every consideration connected with our banking* system, a peculiar interest. VVe are in fact 
just entering on a new order of things. Tlie expiration ofthe charter ofthe U. States Bank— 
Its va?t efiects upon the State institutions, as well as upon the currency of tiie country at large, 
and the confident opinion I entertain, and the hope I cherish, that no similar institution will ever 
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be established in the United States, all unite in givinof to the State Banks, a degree of impor* 
tance hiliierto nnfelt and unknown. Upon their successful inanagenient, more than any tiuna* 
else, depends tlu; great question, whether, iionceforward, we shull be ex(;mpt from the absorb¬ 
ing inllucnce of that gigantic institution, which literally engulphed tlie exchanges of the coun¬ 
try, and controlled its fiecnniary destinies, at its will, or be brougiit back to tiuii connection be¬ 
tween the (Government ami banks, the tlissolnlion of winch has been decreed by the judgement 
ul'a large majority oftlie Aurerican people. 

In every light, in vvltich our banks can be viewed, it is now evident, that tliey are to become 
institutions ol’iminense importance, either for good’, or for evil. 

Already w'o see a State institution, styled the Bank of the United States, chartered by Penn¬ 
sylvania, uiKK'r the control of the mastering spirit of an eminent financio'r, inarching wnth gi¬ 
gantic strides to the oecnpation of every inch of unappropriated ground in the diflererit States, 
w ith a view of nionojiohzmg the exchanges, and controlling the currency of the count.y. 

It is for us to determine, u liether we will secure the immense advanlanges, lo be derived 
from a well regulated State Bank system, to the present generation, and to after times, or )>er- 
mit them to be filched from us, for the purpose oi enricfiing the citizens of other Stales, to the 
injury and ti c exclusion of the pimple of Alabama, lor the protectior, ofwiiose rights, we have 
been oppointed centincls; and over wliose interests, it is our duty to watch with unceasing vigi¬ 
lance. 

Under the solemn and unclianageable conviction, that the Government of tlie United States 
possess no constitut’ona] power over the c-urtency, exqept so far as the Gmornnient itself is 
concerm.d, audio prevent, any Stale iVoni making any thing b.d gold and silver coin, a tender 
in tiio payment of (bihls; and tliat it is the rigl’.t and duty of the States, I'ach to {)rovide a cur¬ 
rency for itself; uud that it is comp.letely in the imwer of the indivio'iial .States k) provide such 
a enrrenry l>y placing thfdr hanking institutions on a proper basis, and condnctiiii; them in such 
a manner, as to inspire confidence co-inxiensividy with their circulation, and all tlio vvaijts of 
their citizens; it is hut natural, tliat i fdioukl fi'cl d^^rply solicitous to see onr Banking institu- 
tntions placed on tin; best possiiilo fooling, so as to enable them to perform the imjiortant part, 
and fulfil tlie higli <les!iny tiiat awaits tlunn. 

VVe have Sii'cn thoiii alnaidy, under their present defective organization, and imperf'ct man¬ 
agement, relieving us of tint payment of a State tax for several yearf»\ and no one can doubt, 
that properly mHuaged, they would soon etiahle us lo engage in the inqiorfant works of a 
genera! syi'teni of education, and of internai imp.roverncnt ; in regard to ooih of which, we are 
in the rear of many oftlc' States oftlie Union, not enjoying eqn ti advantages with ourselves. 

The proprietv of the bank's resuming specie payments, eailier than tlie period fixed by the 
act of June, IHdT, will doahlloss occupy a portion of your deliberations during the present ses¬ 
sion. I am (locicicdiy of opinion, that the banks are bound by all tlie obligations ofgood faith, 
as well as the clearest dictates of interest and sound policy, to resume at the earliest possible 
(lay, that their inr-atis will enable them. And 1 am further of the opinion, upon a comparativuv 
view of their means, and liabilities, tliat they may resume, with perfect safety, on the first of 
January—and should regret, exceedingly^ to see any measure adopted by the Ut’gislaturo, cui. 
culaled to irn]>air the ability of the Banks to resume, or to induce the necessity lor furl!i(*r delay. 

The bonds created by tiici act ofthe2‘kJ of December, have not been sold.—They were exe¬ 
cuted in .‘■^iirns of two linndred pounds sterling each, in the month of April, and were rmidy fur 
market, as soon as the (dashier of the .State Bank, conid perform the labor of signing tlie Con- 
Jions, which added to !us other duties, was very considerable. 

'J’hc Boards of Directors v('ry jiroperly constitiUcd two agencies, in order to ensure tlie In^st 
market: one in New York, and one in Liverpool. At the date uf the last ad vices from the agent 
in Liverpool, Alexander Bo])e, Esq., there was no prosjiect of a speedy sale on advantageous 
terms. 

Since yo ir last adjournment, several combipations or association.'^ of individual.'-', in diflerent 
parts oflhe State, have confederated themselves together, under ddferenl titles and denonmia- 
lions, fer tlie purpose of banking and arc now in the full exercise of all its privileges. And I 
understand there are several otlier institutions of kindred character, in a rapid state of prepara- 
tion. It is extremely to be regretted that any portion or the people of this State, should have 
been so far seduced, or influenced by the evil and pernicious, though generally exploded exam- 
))le (ifother States, as to have resorted loan expedient, not only violative oftlie (Constitution, 
but fraught, if not arrosU'd in llio ouLset, with the most disastrous conscqueiice.s. to the cfiarac- 
ter and credit of the State, and attended with risk, if not absolnti' loss, to all who nnxldle with 
tliem. Fully satisfied of the illegality of these proceeding.s, on the part ot the individuals cou- 
cened in them, I instructed the Solicitors of two of the Judicial Circuits, in which these estab¬ 
lishments are located, to institute proceedings against them in the Circuit Ccjurts. One of 



the informations filed by the Solicitor, I am informed, was continued for want of time, and the 
other dismissed; upon the ground, that although banking, according to the opinion of the presid- 
mg Judge, was a tranchise, and the exercise of it a violation of the Constitution, tbeie was no 
law to prohibit it. 

it is for the Legislature, in their wisdom to determine whether they will tolerate a system in 

direct violation of the Const itution, and a flagrant infraction of the sovereignty of the State_a 

system rather novel m itself, being, not always founded either on capital or credit, but not un- 
frequently, on the remnant of a stock of ingenuity and enterprise, that have been unsuccessfully 
employed in almost every ot her form of speculation; and the inevitable result of which, must be, 
to impose upon the community an unsound, depreciated, irredeemable currency. 

The arrangement entered into, by the Bank of the Slate of Alabama, on*the 29th day of 
August last, to make advances on cotton, has been brought to tny notice in such a variety of 
way?, that I uo not feel at liberty to avoid submitting a remark upon it. Perliaps there is no 
principle more universally recognized, than, that corporations possess no powers except such as 
are conferred upon them by the acts creating them. And that they are not at liberty to under¬ 
take to promote the interest of the community, or any portion of it, to the exclusion of the rest; 
but can only do such things as they are authorized to do, by the acts creating them, and they 
must do such things as they are authorized to do in the mode pointed out by the charter, and in 
no otfier inode. 


It is n'adily admitted, that the planting interest, which litis arrangement was evidently inten¬ 
ded to favor, IS the most important, ar.d^that the planters themselves constitute our surest and 
piifest rehimcc in every emergency. But they are not entitled to favors, to which other classes 
of the community are not equally entitled, and upon the same terms. The liberties of the peo¬ 
ple of this country, rest on the broad platform of equal rights, and any aitempt to discriminate 
between tliern, is striking at the very foundation of our })oli(ical system. 

I am tlierefore of o[)inion that this, and all similar arrangements are indefensible in principle 
and practice. 

The contract entered into between the Branch Bank at Montg*omery, and the Montgomery 
and West Ponit Rail Road Company, is also believed to be unwarranted bj the terrns°of the 
baidt cliarter, and will be communicated to you, in connection with the Commissioner's report. 

Cornmissioneis were appointed in September, to examine tlie Bank of Mobile, and the 
Planters’and Merchants’ Bank, whoso ref)orts vvill bo cominnnitt'd to you, us soon as they are 
received. P)Oth these institulious are understood to bo in a sound and healthy comlitiori, and 
ijave announced their determination, to resume specie payments on the first of January next. 

The University of Alabania, which so long struggled against adverse currents, is now rapid¬ 
ly emerging from the difiiculties under which it labored, and under the control and influence of 
a IVesident and Proiessoi s wlin, so far, have proved themselves all that the friends of virtue, 
education and science could wish;—this Institution bids fair, soon to become what, under hap¬ 
pier uusp’ccs, it would long since hare been, an ornament and a blessing to the State. 


At the last annual rno:?eting’of the Board of'rrustecs, the existing vacancies were filled by 
the eiecliou ofSaMiuel M. Stafford, late of South Carolina, to the Chair of/Vneient jjanguages, 
F. A. P. Barnard of Now York, to the Chair of Mathematics, and tiorace S. Pratt of Georgia, 
to the Department of Lnghsh Literature. 

Eacii of Those gentiemen came on shortly after they were notified of their appointments, and 
I’rofcssors StulTord and Barnard have been in the discharge of their respective duties from the 
time of their arriv al. 


Professor Pratt’s acceptance of Iiis appointment was predicated on tiie condition, that he 
could iinv’o sufficiefit time ailoived him to wind up his basiuess in Georgia, before he entered on 
the duties of his station: This wasnssented to, by tiio President of the Board of Trustees, 
the Board not being in session, and after assisting in the organization of the different classes, he 
departed, under an arrangement with the other gentlemen of the Faculty to divide his duties; 
among them, and perform them during his absence. He arrived at the University a few days 
^i^ce, and it is confidently believed that not the slightest injury has resulted to the interests of 
the Institution in consequence of his temporary absence. 

The Chair of Modern Languages is still vacant, and will probably be filled at the ensuing 
meeting of the Board of Trustees. In speaking of the condition and prospects of an institution, 
in wliicii the present and future generations have so deep and important an interest, it wouhl 
be improper not to notice the highly commendable and praiseworthy deportment of the Stu¬ 
dents. And, it alTords me unspeakable pleasure to say, that never, in any Literary Institution, 
in any part of the world, did a set of young gentlemen exhibit a more lofty, and undeviating 
se nseot honor and moral rectitude, or more constant, and unremitting attention tc their studies, 



than iiave been constantly manifested by the Students of the University of Alabama, since its 
reorganization. 

Such has been the entire neglect of any attempt, at any thing like a general system of educa¬ 
tion in Alabama, that there is at this time, scarcely a school, or Academy in the State, in which 
our young men can be fitted tor College. This is an imputation under which, a people enjoying 
the manifold resources, and advantages that we do, ought not to consent, longer to labor. 

Tiie great and interesting subject of internal improvement will, no doubt, form one of the 
most prominent subjects of your deliberation during the present session. I liave looked forward 
with great pleasure to the period, vvhen under a judicious management of our Banking, and 
financial affairs, the Slate would be prepared to engage in some work of internal improvement 
connecting the Tennessee River with Mobile Bay. Candor, liovvcver, induces me to say, that 
I do not consider the present time propitious for engaging in any public work of considerable 
magnitude. 

When our Banks shall have resumed specie payment—public confidence becomes restored— 
that a portion of our citizens, labouring under the weight of pecuniary embarrassment, shall be 
relieved from their difficulties, it will afford me great pleasure to co-operate with you in the 
accomplishment of this desirable object. If however, from your more intimate acquaintance 
with the wants and wishes ofiiie peoj>!e, you should tliink proper, at this time, to direct a por¬ 
tion of the public energies and resources to this object, my assent will not be withheld. Ai- 
tliougli, I think it had better be deferred. 

Among the indispensable duties, that will devolve upon you during tlie present session, will 
be the apportionment of the ISciiutors and Ucpreseiuatives aiiK>ng tiio several counties, cities 
and towns, according to the enumeration made under the act of tlio last session. Tiiis dvitv ( 
have no doubt, you wiil perform in such a manner, as to secure to the j)eo|)le in every part of "the 
State, w'ith as perfect equality as is attainable, tiie full benefit ofthe grout and invaluable ri^ht 
of separate rcpresenlatioii, 

I beg leave to press upon your serious consideration, a careful revision of our penal code, witii 
the double view of mitigating its severity, and ensuring amo/e certain admimstratioii of the 
Criminal Law; and, in connection tiierewith, llie establishment of a State Lonitentiary. Tiiis 
subject has been bo frequently discussed both in the Legisliiiuro, and bctoix^thc people that, 1 
deem it unnecessary to jirotract my own views in relation to it. My dc-liberate epinion is, that 
the establishment of a Bonitentiary would do more to prevent the p’erpe'ration, and insure the 
punishment of crimes, than all our other legislation combined. 

If you should agree with me upon this subject, perhaps the better jilan wumld bo, to appoint 
suitable persons to examine similar institutions in different jsarts of tlie no that we migiii 

be enabled to avail ourselves ofthe most ajiproved systems in other IStnli'S. 

Intimately connected with the subject of crimes and punislimonls, is another, wliicli greatly 
increases the amount ofthe former, and induces a necessity for the hitter. 1 allude to \he re¬ 
tailing ofspiritous liquors in small quantities, to bo drank wlicrc they are sold. 

Of all the evils tiiat beset and waylay tlie path of civilized society, J am satisfied, that Intem¬ 
perance is the greatest; and, that it tends more tlian any other, and, perliajis, more than everv 
other, to retard the advancement ofllie American people to that liigh state of mo.al and inUU- 
lectuul eminence, which, J lio;>e awaits liicm. And if ihu Legislature possessed the legitimate 
power to suppress this evil, wMtliout the infraction of jinvate rights, I should rejoice to sec it ex¬ 
ercised. But the most deliberate reflection upon this subject, aided by tiio powerful arguments 
to be drawn from the dearest interests of human society, have not been sufficitmt to conviijce 
me, that it falis within the approjiriate sphere of direct Jc gislativo action. 'I'tnU tiie legislature 
may regulate the sale of spirits, after it becomes a part of the common mass of propertV in tiie 
State, in the way of taxation, is readily admitted. But the evil is not alone, or so much in the 
selling, but it is m the drinking. And it wull hardly bo eoritended, tliat it would be compotei't 
for the Legislature to punish the drinking of ardent spirits, 

I therefore, with great deference to the judgment of otliers, incline strongly to the opinion, 
that the correction of this great evil, must be left to the rdow, but cei atin operation of enlighten¬ 
ed public opinion. 

Under the tliirteenth section of the act of 23d December last, I appointed tlie Hon. Rcuberi 
Saffold, of Dallas, William 11. Robertson and William Jones, Jr. ofthe tlie city of Mobile, Lsq’s 
(JomrnivSsioners to inquire into the expediency of establisliing a public Wareheuse or Warehou¬ 
ses, in the city of Mobile, &c. 'Lheir Report has not been received, but is daily expected, and 
from their acknowledged abilities, it is natural to conclude, that it will place Ibis subject in a 
proper point of view. 

My own opinions are decidedly in favor ofthe system proposed. I think, it would liave the 
effect of securing to the planter a much more effectual control over his crop, alter it is carried to 
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upon them. That your legislation upon this as well as otliher subjects, calculated to effect 
the rharaeter and pro.sj)erity ot our great commercial einporiiim, (for such Mobile must from 
her always bo) will be characterized by a spirit of wisdom and enlightened liberality, 1 

entertain the most conlident expectation. For, although it may be true, that in the busieess 
tratisaclions, of tiiatcity, like all others, cases of hardship, imposition, and injustice, may have 
OGcurt ed, yet, it should always be remembered, that vice and moral doliitquoncy, in what-ver 
f>rin rh'oy may exliibit themselves, arc attributable to individual imperfetion or depravity, 
not to gi'neral classes of men, or particular pursuits. 

The revised Military Code prepared by Generals Cnibb and Bradford, and adopted at the last 
session, for the government oftiie Militia of this State, has not been siifhciemly tested by time 
and experience, to sjioak with certainty of the ino'rils of the system. Those, who have partially 
carried the principles of the system out in jiractice, speak in terms of higli ajiprobation ofit. Un- 
(h'rthe recjuircments of the act for tliat purpose, I appointed Col. Henry L. Martin to prepare an 
index, to it, who perlortned that duty in a manner, which it is believed, will meet the approba¬ 
tion of the i.cgislature. 

That illustrious individuld to whom, more than to any o'her, wo are indebted for the bles¬ 
sings we enjoy, has said, that a well regulated Militia is the best safeguard of public liberty, 
'i’ll s alone, is sulJicitiit to entitle the subject to the most deliberate consideration of the Gener¬ 
al Assam ill ly. 


The organization of the Judicial Department of the Government, is still imperfect in many 
respects, but mainly for want of a separate Court of Chancery. JiOoking to the Judiciary as 
decidedly the most important ofthe three Departments, for the reason, thaTit is jmciliarly the 
one charo-cd with the administration ofthe laws, and the jiroft'ction of iiulividual ri'rhts, it is a 
matter of lee iiiglK.'st iinjiortaiice, to have the organization of this Ih'ancii or the Government as 
]tcrfect us possib! x 

'i'he present system of blending in t!ie circuit courts, Common Law and Equity Jurisdiction, 
wns evidently a mere expedient, only intended to subserve the public convenience, until the 
wants of'the poojile should induce the necessity for a change, or a more perfect svstem could 
be devised. 


in many parts of the State, llie want of a separate Court of Chancery amounts, almost to a 
denial of lustice. For, to say nothing of the numerous, and most important class of cases, of 
which, under a well organised judiciary System, that Court would have exclusive cognizatice, 
it is a matter of rare occuirence, in many ofthe Circuits, to obtain a final decree in a caiise of anv 
importance, within a reasonable lime, in consequence ofthe want of time, and other dilTicuIlies 
inseparably conueeted vvith the present system. 1 tliercfore respectfully recommend to vou 
tlie ])ropriety of establishing a separate Court of Chancerv. 

'i here are at present nine Judicial Circuits. Perhaps* tiie most convenient and pmeticable 
}daa would bo to divide the fState into three Districts, each consisting of three Judicial Circuits, 
so as to equalise the labor of the Chancellors, and diffuse th« hcnefils of the system as o-eneral- 
Jv possihl's and appointing a Chancellor for each District, and requiring him to reside in it. 
It is proper to remark, that it is important to the success, and tiio utility ofthe system, that a 
Buflicient salary should ho attached to the office of Chancellor to command the‘first order of 
talents. 


Allhough decidedly in favor of an economical administration, there is another class of ofheers 
wliose salaries are entirely inadcqnate. 1 allude to the Secretary of State, the Stale Treasurer, 
and the CompfrolJer of Public Accounts. 

^'othi^g acids more to the importance of a State, than the character of its public officers, and 
in order to enable them to maintain tiiat dignity, which is due to their ofiicial stations, they 
ought to he liberally paid. It is true that the employment and duties of those offices do not 
eoiisume all the time ofthe officers employed in them. But then they occupy so large a por¬ 
tion of if, as to f>reclude the possibility of their engaging in any other business, without incur¬ 
ring the risk of neglecting their official duties. My own opinion is, that they ought to receive 
at least fifteen hundred dollars, each. ° 

I also respectfully recommend to you the propriety of placing the office of Attorney General 
on a different fooling, by requiring that officer to give legal opinions to flie different Executive 
officers, wlienever they might require it, in relation to the disciiarge of their official duties; to 
attend to business in which the ISiate may be a party in the Supreme Court; prepare bills on 
important subjects, whenever he might be required by Committees of the Legislature; and re¬ 
pealing that part of the law, whicli requires iiim to act us Solicitor. 

The boundary line between this State and Georgia, is still unsettled. It will be recollected, 
market, and would, it is believed, to a great extent relieve our commission mercliants ,resident 
in tlie city ofxMobilc, from the numerous imputations, that have been, either jusilv, or unjustly 
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that an attempt was made in 1826, to run this by the co-operation of the two Slates, which re¬ 
sulted iWj a disagreement between the Commissioners. 1 beg Jeave again especially to press 
upon yon the necessity of providing some mode of finally disposing ot a question, that will in¬ 
crease‘hr*tlifhculty the longer it is postponed. Indeed it has been delayed longer already, than 
the . /"-cter and disunity of tiie State would justify, 

I have the honor to transmit to you copies of Joint Resolutions of the Legislatures of Mary¬ 
land and Mississippi, in relation to a:) extention of the franking privilege; of the State of Ar¬ 
kansas in relation to the public domain: of the Legislatures of Ohio and Rhode Island, upon tho 
subject of the annexation of 'I’exas to tiie United States: of the I^egislaturo of Georgia in rela¬ 
tion to the alledged retusal of the Governor of Maine to deliver up to the Executive authorities 
ot Georgia certain fugitives from juslice; and ofths Legislature of Kontucky in relation to tho 
currency, and administration of tlie General Government; all of which, I am requested by the 
Governors of the aforesaid States to lay before you. Most, if not all ofUiese Resolutions relate 
to subjects intimately connected with tiie riglitsofthe individual States of this Union, and 1 re¬ 
commend tbem to your deliberate and respectful consideration. 

Entertaining the opinions I do, with respect to the relative powers of the State and Federal 
Government, and believing that the success, as well as the perjietuity of our institutions depend 
upon confining each to the sphm-e of action prescribed for it by the Constitution, I have in- 
tentionuMy avoided introdneing any question of general politics to your notice, in this communi¬ 
cation. It has nevertheless, been a source of the highest gratification, in the great conllict, that 
his been going on between the friends of a National Bank, and tlie advocates of a Constitu* 
lioiial Treasury, to perceive that a large majority of the people of this State have taken their 
stand on the high ground of constitutional liberty. 

indulging the hope, and cherishing the belief, that you vvill enter upon the duties before you, 
in a spirit of mutual conciliation and elevated patriotism, 1 fervently beseech the Supreme Law 
Giver of the Universe, to overrule, and direct all your deliberations, so as to promote the inter¬

Court for the county ofCovingion and for other purposes therein specified; whicli 
was read the first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Harrison introduced a hill fo amend the laws in relation to prison bound 
bonds; which was read the first time and ordered to a scccnd reafling, 

Mr Hollis offered the following preamble and resolution, Whereas the busi* 
ness transacted in tlie Circuit Court of the count} of Marion is so contracted 
that the proceeds arising from the office of Circuit Clerk is by no means sufficient 
to secure to tliat office the election of an individual vvlio is competent to dis* 
chaigethe duties or one vvito will ever hold the appointment —1 here fore he it 
resolved,, That the committee on the Judiciary be instructed to inquire into the 
expediency of uniting the Clerksiiips of the Circuit and County Court in saiu 
countVt with leave to report by bill or otherwise, which was adopted. 

Mr Morris introduceti a bill to incorpate the Light Artillery Borderers, which 
w’as read the first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Jones of C. introduced a bill to autliorise llie formation of Militia compa’- 
nies in the county of Covington with a less number of nrivales than forty, and 
for other purposes, which vvas read the first time and ordered to a second read^ 


ing. 

On motion of Mr McKnitfht, Ilesolvcci, That IdsKxcelency the Governor, 
lay before this House all the docutTients in his possession, not incompatible with 
the public inteiest, having reference to the dividing line betwixt tins and the 
State of Georgia. 

IMr. Porter introduced a bill to amend the law in relation to the public roads, 
so as to re quire persons to be appointed neare.st llieir place of residence, which 
was read the first lime and ordered to a second reading. 

On motion of Mr. Cook of L., Resolved, That the committee on roads, 
bridges, and ferries, be instructed to inquire into the expediency of so ameinU 
ing the road laws as to authorise the Judges of the county courts, and the Com- 
rnissioners of roads and rtvenue, to assess a lax, not exceeding four dollars on 
each hand liable to work on the roads in this State, to he applied to the improw-t.

Mr Abercrombie presented the petition of sundrv citizens of Russell county, 
praying for legislative enactment in relation to the seat of Justice of said count\^, 
which was read and referred to a select committee, consisting of MeSv^^rs. Aber¬ 
crombie, Crayton and Esselman. 

On motion of Mr Resolved^ That the committee on privileges and 

elections be instiucted to abolish the precincts at Moscow and Broadfoots store, 
ami to establish one at Milton, in the county of Sumter. 

On motion of Mr Kenned 3 % Resolved^ That the committee on Propositions 
and Grievances, be instructeil to inquire into tiie expediency of passing a law, re¬ 
quiring the sherids of the different counties of this State, to take the vote at the 
next general election of the free voters of this Sfate, on (he subject of repealing 
the lavvs of this State; on the subject of granting license to retail spirituous liquors 
and that they report by bill or othervvise. 

Blr xMcAlpin of G. offered the following resolution which was adopted, Re- 
solved, 'That the House will forthwith proceed to the election of a committee 
of three, on the part of the House to act with such committee as may be elected 
on the part of the Senate, to examine into the affairs of the Bank of the State 
of Alabama.

Mr. Smith of M. offered the following preamble and resolutions: 

There nrc now and have been for the last five years, two great political questions before ibc people of 
this UnioJi. 

The first: what is the legitimate currency of the United States under the Federal Constitution. 

The second: to whose keeping sludl the public revenue be entrusted when collected. These ques¬ 
tions have been during that whole period a perpetual source of animated discussion by the people in 
their primary ussembiies; in tiicir Legislative Asseinblies, and irnbeir Congress Halls, To establish 
what is the legitimate currency, it has been strenuously urged that the Constitution has conferoed on 
Congress the power to regulate the currency and under that power to incorporate a Bunk of the United 
States US the only means et'reducing through the medium of its Bank Bills tlie currency to the same 
uniform Standard througlioui the several States, this power it is admitted by the advocates of a National 
Bunk is not derived from any express words in the Constitmiun itself, but is inqilied from the uniform 
action Congress in graniittg.suecc'.ssivo charters; from the adjudication of the eouris of Justice, and 
troni the current ot jiulilic optiiion in its i'avor. 

On the other hand, tiiis In g.^Iaiurc considers tlte question of iinj'licd powers put at rest by the express 
negative iti the tenth amctulnient of the Goiisiitnfion, wherein it u-i Provided, 'I’hat the powers not del¬ 
egated to the Uniied .States by this Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the Slates, are reserved to the 
States respectively or to the pimphn 

'Bhis reservation of utKleletrated powers, is moreover pwt beyond a doubt by the action of the Con¬ 
vention tlial framed t.hc Constiiution in their negative, on the proposition to grant letters of incorporation, 
nor has the Constitution in any jiortion of it recognized any other currency either dircciiy or impliedly 
but gold and silver, and has positively declared that notiiing hut gold and silver shall constitute a tender, 
and it is oeruiiiily a political paradox which admits ol'no .solution, to call that wnich is declared by the 
Mipretiie power of the Covcrnnieiil to be no tender, the currency of the most coniinercial nation in the 
world, 

fu whose keeping the revenue sh.all be intrusted? is a question of vital importance to the American 
pcopie, and th<‘ great conlesi is wheth.er it shall he confided to the keeping of the agents of the Govern- 
incnt, selected from the great mass of the people for their good iimrids; high standingia the communiiy; 
immediately responsilile to rh.e Government under all the obligations it may llnnk proper roe:;act, and all 
the penalties it may iliink [ingier to indict; or to that of the Banks ofa thousand, or ten thousand stock- 
hold.ers wliose avowed e.hji.el is gain, and whose responsibility from tiieir numbers, there perpetualshif- 
tings, and their indepetidant i'(,laiioii to tlie Govermnent neii'ier appointed by it nor under its control, 
can never be conceritrafed nor safely relied njiGn. 

I'Vom a full view of these facts, tills Legislature greatly prefer agents selected by the Government it. 
•eh, amemahie to its orders, subjt cl to its immediate control, jiunisliable at its discretion, and remov- 
abie at its budding. Therefore, be it resolved by the Senate, and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assemoh) convened, ’i’hat. our .‘senators in Coitgresrs be instrucred, and 
our BepresenUitivc.s r(’(|uc.'-teti, to oji['.,se and vote against the rta'harter oi a Bunk ol the United Stale?, 
or the c-stabiishiiumt of any c'dicr Bank ofa similar character. 

Be iifnrihcr resoimul Inj the aathority aforesaid. Tintt our Senators bo also instructed, and our 
BepresenUilives reqm s.eii, to support anJ vote for i);e entire separation of the public revenue from the 
keeping or contr^^’ ufanv Bank or Banks <if any description vviuitever. 

Be it further resolved hi/ the ovihority aforesaid. That since the Constitution recognizes no other 
currency than gold and silver, and imi'crativcdv requirtus that all taxes shall be uriitorm and equal 
thn.'ugi’out the Unio I, the employment by the Government pf the paper ol local Banks in the collectiort 
and disbms^e.inont of its revaMiue amoiints to a plain, and undetiiable infraction of that sacred urstrurnent, 
wliich no considerations of r*X[)edier!cy or convenience, or no force of pro cede tvee ougiit long to excuse, 
and our Senators arc lieroby in.'^truefed and our Representatives requested to support and vote for some 
measure orsciieme of policy, the object of wliich shall be to heal this long standing breach of the Con- 
slilution. 

And be it jurtlier Re.solred by the nniharity aforesaid. That Alabama lias uniformly been one of 
the formnoi t among the si.stor States in sup{>ort of Republican principles, and her citizens liail with, 
pride tlm lioid and manly stand taken by the Chief Magistrate of the Union, upon the finances of the 
Government. 

And be it farther resolved. That tlio Gov'ernor is hereby requested to transmit a copy of the forego- 
ing Preauil'Ie and Rc'^oiution.s to each fi^errator and Representative from this State in Congress.

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“That the exaction of Specie in payment of the public landa and for letter'ppstage inasmuch 
during the suspension of specie payments by the several banks of this State especially, has coat die chi- 
zons of this State a premium of from fifteen to tvv’eiity percent, as operated as a heavy oppression up¬ 
on the people, and created a charge upon the price of the public lands and the rates of postage, to 
the extent of the premium, payable for specie, not contemplatedly but in a palpable violation o|.ithe 
faith guaranteed by the several acta of Congress affixingthe value of those lands, and the rates of pOs. 
tage. 

Re.solvedj That that the paper of our State Bank and Branches while the.faitli and credit of the 
?tal6 are pledged for its rccirmption, is a fair and just equivalent for the land and postage of, and other 
dues to that Government likewise sustained by the peoj)le, and should be receivable by them. 

lienolved. That a general bankruptcy law, as recommended by President Van Buren, would crush 
•ur Banks and is not conformable to American insiilulions.’' 

Mr. Voting oO'ered the following, as an amendment to the amendment which 
was accepted by lMt\ Porter, to wit: 

Resiolred, d’hat it is the deliberate judgment of the General Assembly of the State of Alabama, that 
Congress or.'ght to puss no laws, pi ohil>itiug the reception of the notes of solvent hanks, in the several 
Slates after ihcysliall iiave resumed payment in specie, in the collection of all dues to the General Gov- 
er iment.” 

xMr. ]\Ioore of Marl, moved to postpone the further consideration of the pre- 
atni)le arul resolutions toc;ether with the substitute offered by Mr. Porter until 
Monday the I7ih inst., and that two hundred copies thereof be printed fertile 
use of the House, wiiicli was carried.

i\lr Hilliard offered the following f)reamble and resolutions, to wit: 
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The banking' system has, within a few years^ become a subject of absorbing' intefest with 
the people of the United States. The subject has been forced upon their consideration, by ex* 
traoi dinary and disastrous events. At tins time the greatest derrangement prevails in the 
cal affairs of our country, and a revolution wide and deep in goiiigon in public sentiment, in 
regard to the whole subject of iinance. It is therefore proper, that this Legislature repre¬ 
senting the people of a wealthy and important member oftlie Union, should make known their 
views of a question which so largely involves the public welfare. 

All revolutions are perhaps occasioned by abuses; but it often happens that those who com¬ 
mence the work of reform, are carried forward by excessive zeal to the destruction of that 
whicii tliey had intended only to improve. This is true of those who are most actively engag¬ 
ed in effecting fundamenial changes in the financia' system of the United States. 

it is the matured opinion of tiiis liOgislauire, that the doctrine of irnp'ied powers, as applied 
to the Constitution of the United Stales, is of dangerous tendency to our common welfare, and 
IS especially hostile to Southern interes.s. A strict and sober construction of that instrument, 
is altsolutely essentia! to our safety and happiness. With a full persuafion of this truih, we are 
unable to perceive that the Constitution in any of its provisions, restricts the peopie of the 
United States, to the use of a circulation exclusively metahe. That clause contained, in the 
tenth section of the Constitution, wiiich declares that“noST.vTE shall make any thing but gold 
and silver coin a tender in payment of debts,” is sometimes quoted to sustain this view, but it 
cannot be made to intend any meaning of this kind, without giving to it the most unlicensed 
latitude of construction, a mode of coiistnictioa to which we are wholly and steadily opposed. 

"I’liis provision simply restrains the itulividual States.from making any tiring but gold and 
Sliver coin, a tcmler in payntent of di'hts, but it is silent as to tiie powers of the General (iov- 
ernment. But should we give to it the widest applieat.iiU'i, it will not be found to forbid theem- 
uloym'^ntof some other circulation than dmt which is afforded by the precious metals; it still 
leaves the Covermnent at liberty to receive whatever it may deem proper, in discharge of pub- 
he dues. It simply creates a standard of value, to which every other repo sontalivo of prop¬ 
erty may be reducedat tlie pleasure of the creditor,and it would be most unhujipy for the peo¬ 
ple of the most commercial nation in tiie world, if it should receive a wider construction tliau 
this. A s-ound circulating paper uicdiiiin, at all times convertible into gold and Silver, is essen¬ 
tial to our prosperity and happiness as a nation. 

ills bedieved too liv this J^egislatnre, that the Constitution of the United States, contem¬ 


plates as perfect a distribution of political powers as Ccsn he attauu d; and that, its spirit and de¬ 
sign demand tiiat the public funds shou d be under the charge t>f the Nalionui i.,egislature, and 
s'uhject r.s little as possible to the Ex^wntivc comroi. While t his is consuiiaut witli the spirit 
of the Constitution, it adonis one of tiie strongest saihgnards to popular hb.-r?"}'. Any meas¬ 
ure which pro[>oses to disturb this udiusfmciit of powers, and to eximid executive autiionty 
over the public funds, ueyomi its present iinuis, by permitting them tt) be kept and disliursed 
by individuahs apponitod bv the l^rosidjiit, and ix.sponsii/A* to him, shouid bo firmly resisted, 
'fhese imlividuals, selected fioin tlio gre*at body vd' their ffiS/W ciiizons because of tlicir parti¬ 
san zeal, and dependeiu upon the pleasure of the President htr the tenure ol tliOir o'dice, couid 
not constitute safe depositories of tlio nieiiey of the jieopJc; they would bo too apt to yield to 
the dictation of iiim vviiva ga e them their uiffciai exisleacti, am! tbc' ivisidt woiiiu be Itie build¬ 
ing up of a vast and overshudowuig Kxeculive power, under vlio crushing ialiuence of whiCii 
p j p u I a r!

Gcn- 
cert of action, is alone reijuirr.'d to accomplish tins most desirable vesnit. There has been of 
late a concentration of vast earntal in someof tlm Noriherii cities, and in Pliiladelphia and iSew 
Vork esj'ociadv, the mostc.\t'..Ui.sive financia! arrangeincnts have been cftecled. 

Po pi’oduce a conatervaiiing ird'U-'nc'', and lu cuabic the Soutli to accomplish its aim in 
oj>eniut»'and conducting a direct trade witii tur .ugu nations, it is helievnra to be important, tnat 
a bank of large capital be estuhiisned by tl-e Souiheni ami Soigh Wesleru States. I ms rnoa.*;- 
nre now contemjilati.jd in some of Pic States, will, if effecl^^d, supply a circulation of wide.; 
credit, which wiiilc it aflerds u uniferm currency fur the State.s most, extensively engaged m 
domestic trade and coinnmniC’atioii, wdi at tlie same time, greatly aid in esiablipineg our com- 
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United State?, to the use of araetalic circulation, would be hostile to our interests as a com¬ 
mercial nation. 

Be it further Ttesoked, That Congress ought to pass no law prohibiting the reception 
of the notes of specie paying banka in the several States, in discharge of public dues. 

Be it further Resolved, That the public funds ought ij;>tto be entrusted to the keeping 
of individuals elected for that purpose by the President, who are amenable to him, and who 
iioid tiieir offices at his pleasure. 

Be it further Resolved, I'liat for the purpose of edccting our coin mere iai independ¬ 
ence, and of creating such a circulation as our wants demand, it is important that a Bank of 
large capital be established by the Southern and South Western States. 

Mr. Daldwin moved that the further considerjlion of the preamble and res¬ 
olutions be postponed till Monday next, that they be made the special order of 
llieday for that lime, and that one hundred copies of the same be printed, which 
was carried.

The faith and credit of :he State of Alabama is pledged fur the ultimate redemption of 
the State bonds, and Whereas, thrvugh a failtirc to redeem the baid bonds by the sinking fund set apart 
and provided for such purpose, d.r good citizens of the State (us well those who have not received 
bank accommodations as those who have) will be taxed, grieviously taxed, to redeem the pledge. 

And Whereas, it is ovidenf from the sad experience we have already iiad iu our banking system, 
that some radical defect in the syHtem endangers the wlioie pinn, and Nvithout a change of tlie laws 
which now give it direction, must inovitably I'all to thegroutid to the disappointmetit of its most ean- 
g tine friends. And Whereas, in ail hodies corporate, exercising several co-ordinate departments, each 
departnient. should exercise its own functions independant and seperum from the others in order to se- 
cljic a faithful exercise and dir-c]'.r;rge of pubiic duty-.a/ni Whereas, our banking system has three sep¬ 
arate, distinct, tangible dcpariinenfs w’hich caui.stirnte one entire whole plan, lliat is the appointment of 
the Directory by the Legislatn.'^', the recommendation of solvent notes to the bank, and trie discounting 
o‘ liotes by the directory, all of which powers or departments are now exercised by two hands, that is 
the olficcrs of the State and the directory. 

r>e it therefore Jiesidvcd, That in order to secure our banks from fraud and coiliHicn, and warrant 
ji faithful discharge of puMic duty as aforesaid by our hunk ulHces, no two of the aforesaid departments 
above desenbed in our banking system, ought or shall be exercised by the same person, but that each 
shfil' be exercised by seporate and distinct hands. 

Jticsolved, That the cornnmtee on the State Bank bo required to inquire into the expediency of re- 
porfiTig a hill to the House in conformity witli tha above suggestions and resolutions; 

Mr Crensiiavv ofiered llie following ameiidineut which was accepted by Mr.

or persons, should be permitted to draw large sums of money to the exclusion of others, as the 
small debts are safer and are generally paid with more punctuality.

the militia or volunteers, or shall have served three years as a commissioned of- 
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ficer in the militia or volunteers of this state—reported the same back to the 
house without amendment, and recommended its passage. 

Mr Carmack moved to lay the hill on the table, which was lost.

The bill to incorporate the Auburn Academy, in the county of Macon, was 
read the second time and referred to the committee on etlucalion. 

The bill to regulate damages in the Supreme Court, was read the second time 
and lelerrecl to the committee on the judiciary. 

The bill to change the mode of collecting tax, in the county of Marion, was 
read the second lime, and ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

The bill to authorise the judge of the county court and commissioners of roads 
and revenue, in tlie county of Jackson, to levy and collect a tax, was read ihe 
second time—-Mr Neily moved to refer ti.e bill to a select committee, consisting 
of tlie delegation from Jackson county; which was carried. 

The bill to regulate dower, was read the second time and referred to the 
committee on the judiciary. 

The bill to autliurise a lottery, to remove the obstructions in the Noxubee 
river, w:^s read the second lime and*ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

The bill lor the relief of Henry Flunter, w’as read the second lime and order¬ 
ed to be engrossed for a third reading. 

7'he bill for the revision of the penal code of the State of Alabama, was read 
the second time and referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

The bill to incorporate the town ot Widowee, was read the second time— 
Mr Porter moved to refer the bill to a select committee, which was carried— 
Whereupon, Messrs Porter, McKnighUnd Murphy were appointed said com¬ 
mittee. 
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The bill to alter the time of holding the county court of the county of Cov¬ 
ington, was read the second lime and ordered to be engrossed fora third reading. 

The bill to alter the law in relation to the prison bound bonds, was read the 
second time and referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

The bill to incorporate the Light Ariiileiy Borderers, was read tliesecond 
time and referred to the committee on tlje military. 

The bill to amend the laws in relation to the public roads, so as to require 
persons to be apportioned nearest their places of residence, was read the second 
lime and referred to the committee on roads, bridges and ftin ies. 

The bill to authorise the formation of militia companies, in the county of 
Covington, with a less number of privates.than forty, and lor other purposes, 
was read the-second time aiui referred to the cornmiltee on the military. 

The bill for the relief of Areely Manning, was read the second lime and or¬ 
dered to be engrossed for a third rending. 

And then the House adjourned till to-morrow 10 o^clock.

Mr Taylor of F., from the committee on roads, bridges and ferries, to which 
was referred a resolution compeling persons petitiordng ior opening a new road, 
to clear out the .same, reported the same back.to ti'ie House, and asked leave to 
be discharged from the lurther consideration of the same; in which icpoit the 
House concurred. 
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3Ir Morris, from tl\e committee on Indian affairs to which was referred the 
accounts of William Cooper, Daniel Graham, Henry T. Martin and Selden S. 
Walkly, reported a bill for the payment ot'certain claims therein named, which 
Vas read the first time and ordered to a second reading* 

Mr Shields, from the committee on the judiciary, to which was referred a 
preamble and and resolution instructing said committee to inquire into the ex¬ 
pediency of uniting the clerkships of the circuit and county courts of il/arioii 
county, reported that in the opinion of said committee, the law as it now exists, 
interposes no obstacle to an election by the people of the same individual to the 
clerkship of both the circuit and county courts, and that therefore it is unneces¬ 
sary to legislate upon the subject, in which report the House concurred. 

Atv Phillips, from the committee on divorce and alimony, to which was re¬ 
ferred the memorial of William McKelper and Polly Rowry, his wife, praying 
that they may be mutually discharged from their matrimonial obligations, re¬ 
ported that in the opinion of the. committee the case of the memorialists is alone 
cognizable in a court of chancery, and until that tribunal shall have deemed that 
they are entitled to relief, this general assembly has no power to grant their 
prayer; in which report liie House concurred. 

Mr Phillips, from the same committee to which was referred the record and 
decree of the circuit court of Conecuh county, divorcing Thomas B. Ballard 
from his wife Nancy Ballard, reported a hill to divorce Thomas B. Ballard from 
his wife Nancy Ballard, which was read the first time and ordered to a second 
reading. 

Mr Lipscomb, from the committee on thejadiciary, to which was referred the 
petition of many citizens of the city of Mobile, praying an alteration in, and 
amendment to the city charter, reported a bill to alter and ameiul the charier of 
the city of Mobile, which was read the first lime and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr L ipscomb, from the same committee to winch was referred the petition of 
the presideut of the insurance uflices in IMobile, praying that a fund may be cre¬ 
ated for the benefit of the fire c()nij)anies in the city of Mobile, reported a bill 
to raise a fund for the benefit of the fire companies in the city of Mobile, which 
was read the first time and ordered to a second reading.

There are now, and have been far the last five years, two great political questions before the 
people of this Uiuon. 

The first—What is the legitimate currency of the United State.s, under the federal con¬ 
st i tut ior:. 

'J'he second_To whose keeping sinPl the public revenue be inlrnsted, when collecfe.l! 

These (piestion.s have bfjcn, during that whole period, a perpetual source of animsted dis^us- 
»ion by the people, in their primary assembl.es, in their legislative assembles, and in thur 
Congress halls.

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'io establish what is the legitimate currency, it has been strenuously tirgeib that the consti¬ 
tution has conferred on Congress the oovverto regulate the currency, and under that power, to 
incorporate a Bank of the United ISlates, as the only means of reducing, through the medium of 
its bank bills, the currency to the same uniform standard throughout the several States: 'I’iiis 
power, it is admitted by the advocates of a National Bank, is not cerived from any express 
words in the constitution itself, but is implied from the uniform action of Congress in granting 
successive charters; from tlie adjudications of the courts ofjasiice, and from the current of pub¬ 
lic opimou in itvS favor. 

On the other hand, this Legislature considers the ques ion of implied powers put at rest by 
the express negative in tlie tenth amendment of the constitution, wherein it is provided: 

“That the powers not delegated to the United States, by this constitution, nor prohibited by 
it to the States, are reserved to tlie States respectively, or to the people.’^ 

Tins reservation of unddegated power is moreover, put b'tyond a doubt by the action of the 
general convention that fra mod the constitution, in their ijep-ative on tlie proposition to grant 
letters of incorporation. Nor lias the constitution, in any portion of it, recognised any other 
currency, either directly or impliedly, hut gold or silver, and lias positively declared tliat notliing 
but gold or Sliver shall constitute a tender. And it is certainly a political paradox, that admits 
of no solution, to call that wdiich is declared by the supreme power of the government to be no 
tender, the cun eney of the most commercial nation in the world. 

In whose keeping the revenue shall be intrusted, is a qm^stion of vital importance to the Ame¬ 
rican people. And the great contest is, whether it shall be confided to the keeping of the a- 
genls of tlie governinenr, selected from the great mass of the people for their good morals, high 
standing in the community, immediately revsponsible to the government under all the obliga¬ 
tions it may think proper to exact, and ail the penalties it may liiink proper to inflict; or to tliat 
td"the banks, of a thouHand or ten ti ousand stockholders, whose avowed object is gain; and 
whose responsibility, from their numbers, their perpetual shillings, and their independent rela¬ 
tion to the govt'rnment. neither appointed by it nor under :ts control, can neyer be concentrated, 
nor safely relied upon,'’ so long as the revenues ofihe general government are permitted loen- 
ler into the business transactions of the deposit Banks. 

From a full \ ievv of all tlie facts connected with these two great leading measures of con¬ 
tending parties, and vviiile this I.iegislature, and a large majority of the people oftliis State, 
would greatly prefer the establishment of the sub Treasury system, as recommended by Mr. 
Van Buren, to the re-charter of a United States Bank, yet it is needless to attempt to conceal 
the fact, tliat there is a large and highly resp**ctahie number of long tried Democrats, scattered 
throughout the Union, who have honestly difiered with him, in regard to the policy of this par¬ 
ticular measure, whose opinions are entitled to considt^ration, so long as the freedom of opinion 
shall be tolerated by our constitution, and tlie genius .of our (jiovernment. 

Tins class of our fellow-citizens still adhere to the Democratic principles, wliich brought into 
power, our beloved and venerable Ex-President, Genera! Jackson, and aided, by their support, 
in sustaining him, in the mighty conflict against the United States Bank, and the combined mo¬ 
nied influence of tlie country, which was tiien, and is now arrayed against him, and tlie leading 
measures of his administration. That nothing is now wanting to secure the triumph of Deni- 
ocratic principles, which they, m come.on with their Democratic brethren, aided to achieve, m 
the election of Mr Van Buren to the chief magistracy, hut to heal the unha[)[)y dissentions atriong 
themselves, by mnUial concession, and a liberal spirit of compromise, on a single subject, ac¬ 
knowledged by all, to bo purely a matter of policy: Therefore, 

it resolml hy the Si^nate and House of Rtfresentatives of the Stale of Alabama in gen¬ 
eral afiscniblij convened^ Tliat Alabama has uniformiy been one of the foiemost among her sis¬ 
ter Stares, in llie support of democratic republican principles, and her citiz-ms hail with pride 
and pleasure the bold and manly stand taken by Mr Van Buren, against the re-charter of tiie 
Bank of the United StHtOv^-; and against the fanatical spirit, which would dissolve this Union, if 
attempted to be carried out by the .Abolitionists. 

Beit further resolced by the aidhorily aforesaid j That our Senators he instructed, and our 
Representatives be requested, to oppose and vote against tlie recharter of a Bank of the United 
tStutee, or the establishment of any other kind of Bank by the Congress of the United States. 

Be it further resolved by the authority aforesaid^ 'i'hat our Senators be instructed, and our 
Representatives requested to vote for the entire separation of the public revenue from the busi¬ 
ness operation of any Bank or Banks whatever, for banking purposes; and that the custody of 
the Banks should only extend to the sale keeping of the public revenue as a special deposit reg¬ 
ulated by laVI. 

And hr il further resolved by the authority aforesaid. That it is the deliberate opinion of the? 
general assembly of the State of Alabama, that the notes of the sound and solvent Banks in the 
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several Slates, after they shall have resumed specie payments, ought to be received in the cid- 
Ic-tiotj of all tines to the general government, in the respective States where they may be 
located. 

And be it further 7'e^'olvrd, That the Governor is hereby requested to transmit a cOpy of the 
foregoing preamble aiul resolutions, to each of our Senators and Representatives in the Con¬ 
gress of the United States from this Slate. 

Mr Moore of mkI. moved that tlie further consideration of the prieanibie and 
resolutions be postponed till Monday next, and that they be made the special 
order of the day for that time. Mr Payne moved to amend the motion by pro¬ 
viding that 100 copies of the preamble and resolutions be printedwhich was 
agreerl to. The motion to postpone as amended was also agreed to. 

And then the House adjourned till Monday 10 o’clock.

support of paupers in the county of St. Ciair;^^ also a ••joint memorial of the 
senate and hou.se of representative.s of Ihe state of Alabama to the congress ot 
the United States, in relation to the public lands in the Cherokee nation,’’all 
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of which originated in tlie house of representatives; and then the house adjourn¬ 
ed till half past three oVdock. p m. 

Evening Ses^ian^ Dcheniher 28, 1S3S.—The preamble and joint resolutions 
of Mr Smith of M. being under consideralioiij Mr Earie moved to postpone 
the further consideration of the same until to-morrow 12 o'clock and tliey be 
made the special order of the day for that hour, which was carried. 

Mr Abercrombie from the select committee to which was referred the peti ¬ 
tion of the suffereCvS from the depredations of the hostile creek indians, reported 
that the committee have had the same under consideration and find that many of 
our peacable and quietly disposed citizens were by the creek iiulians suddenly 
attacked and driven from their homes; their houses burned, plantations and other 
|)roperty laid waste; their stock destroyed, and many of their families murdered 
before anv assistance or protection could l>e obtained by them from either the 
State or General Governmetjt, and that many of the said citizens by reason 
thereof ar(i now, many of them unable to furnish theii* families with the common 
necessaries of life, wherefore tliey have instructed him to report a bill for the 
relief of the sulferers b}’ reason of the depredatiors of the liosiile creek indians, 
which was read the first time arul ordered to a second reading.

spective capitals, until the vviiole amount now hi circulation of the branch at Decatur, be re¬ 
deemed. 

And be it further resolved. That the branch at Decatur shall not increase her present circu¬ 
lation for any purpose whatever, except it shall be in payments to individual depositors or for 
amounts due the other banks, until after tiie said branch bank, at Decatur stall have resumed 
specie payments for her notes. 

And he it further resolved, That the presidents and other officers of the State Bink,and the 
branches at. Mobile, Moiiigomery and Huntsville be, and they are hereby required to adopt suen 
plan as will efieci the obpet contemplated in the foregorng re.solutions. 

'riio preamble and re.solutions having been read, Mv Moore of Mad. moved to dispense 
with tile constitutional rule requiring bills and joint resolutions to be read on three several 
days, and to give the preamble and re.so!ution3 a second rea ling forthwith. Air Dipscomb 
moved to lay the preamble and resolutions on the table. The House tlien proceeded to 
the orders of the day and resumed the consideration of the preamble and joint resolu¬ 
tions iierelofore offered by Mr Smith of M. the question being on their adoption.

5. Resoticd, Fhata total and entire separation of the General Government and Banks ac¬ 
cording lo the Independent Treasury plan, with tiie specie leaiure, will confer much less power 
on the f-'rcsident or on Congress, than the management of the fiscal operations of the Govern¬ 
ment by die aid of a National Bank, or Banks established by tlie States, or by any other piun 
that has been proposed. 

()- Resoived, 'i'hat the receipts cf the bills of banks whether generally deposited in hanks, or 
gpeciallv deposited in bank ', or the Treasury, will conter great iienetits on those sections ol the 
Union where the public money is principally collected and disbursed, to the injury m the* same 
ratio of other secuoas; and in vioiation of that clause of*thc* Cousiitulion, wiiich says that no

Ordered, 
that the clerk acquaint the Senate therewith. 

I'he House took r)p the joint resolutions communicated by the message from 
the Senate, which were read and are as follows, to wit: 

JOINT PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTIONS ot the General Assembly of the Slate of Alabama res¬ 
ponsive to certain Joint Resolutions of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, touching the Currency ami 

-Adminisiration of the General Governmenr. 

Whereas, certain Joint Resolutions of the General Assembly of the fJornmonwealth of Kentucky, 
entitled “ Joint Rasolntions in relation to the Currency and the Administration of the General Govern¬ 
ment,” have been communicated to this General Assemi)ly by the Governor of this State, agreeably to 
a request prefened in said Joint Resolutions. These resolutions deplore the evils produced in tie- 
country by the general suspension of specie payments in May, eighteen hundred and thirty-seven; they 
charge these evils mainly to the ucN of the late administration, especially to the veto of the bill rechar- 
ing the late Bank of the United States, the removal of the Deposites, and the Specie Circular. They 
charge the present E.xccniive of the United States with a want of sympathy with the people, whom 
they are pleased to represent as “suTering;” and with cold indiireronce to the country, whose condition 
they pleased to consider “ lamentable;” and as being anxious only “ to supply the wants of the Ti’easu- 
ry and to protect the interests of the official corps.” They denounce the Independent Treasury scbenic 
f:s tending “ to augment Executive power,” “ to the engros.sment by the Executive of the United States 
of all the paper eniiestcns,” “to place in his possession or under his control a great portion of the spo. 
cie of the country,” “to abuse, waste, and corruption;” and finally, “to the union of the purse a?)d 
Rv.'ord;” and they express great satisfaction at the defeat of the hill having for its oiuect the establishment 
of thia ayateiTi, at the last session of Congress. 'I’liey express deep regret that the present Chief Ma¬ 
gistrate of the United N ates, heeditss of experience, as they pretend, is resolved to persevere in ruining 
he country, and deetroying the liberties of tl;o people. 7’bey declare that it is the duty (if the Federal 
Government to secure a general medium of circulation of uniform value throughout the United Stai<=:s, 
and recommend a United States Bank as the oiost efficient means for the accomplishment of such an 
eiidi They charge the late Administration of the P’edcral Government with “ wasteful exiravaganee,” 
and the late Prcaident with “abuse, encronchment.s and usurpation;” and finally, they declare that

2. Res'oh:ed^ Tiiat this dcploral/le state of things lias been, in the opinion of this General As¬ 
sembly, maiiiiy produced by improvident, rash and arbitrary acts anrl proceedings of the Rxec- 
iitive branch of the Federal (lovernrncnt, commencing with the veto of the bill to re-cliarter tfjv 
late Bank of the United States, followed by tlio l omoval of the deposits of the public money, 
contrary to law, from its assigr.cfi custody, and tenninating in the 'Freasury Order, exacting 
snecie in all payments for the public lands, which was issued not only without consritutioiial or 
legal authority, but in disregard of the known opinion of the I.egislative brancli of the Generul 
Government.

Huppression of bills which had passed both Houses of Congress, thereby preventing the exercise' 
of the Constitutiona’ check upon the veto power; in the promulgation of an edict, by which, an 
uucoastitulional discrimination was made between paymeuis by a common people into tin* 
I’ubiic 'I'reasnry, and finally in procuring, through its influence and partisans, tlie violation of a 
public record, the common property of the present generation, and of posterity, the faithful prt?- 
servatiori of which was solemnly enjoined by the Constitution of the United States.

er, .solicitor oftli' ninth judicial circuit, under the above resolutions have <lone so upon the reia- 
tion.of Wui. P. Moony, and others, ct. al , citizens of the county of DeKalb, not only with a full 
view of the responsibility imposed upon them, i)ut witli a view to tiie careful e.xerciso ot that 
constilutional power vested in the l.iegisla^'ve dej^artMi ‘ut, tor tlie removal of all civil officers 
who vioiate official obligations.

It being therefore the opiivon of this committee Ihni 
that officer cannot be rf 3 m()vm<l by address uii()t-;r any constitnlionnl provis on, either expre«>.s or 
imiilied. 'i'hey have been more latiludinoua in their investigation than they otherwise wonkl 
iiuve been. By the 2d section of an act of the General Assembly, passed in eighteen hundred 
and nineteen, it is maile the duty of the Solicitor to pro.secuie ail offences against the Slate, 
and all civil suits in which tiie State is a pany, in thrir recpectivc cirenitp; this being the only

Mr Lipscomb presented the petftion of sundry citizens of Mobile and Baldwin 
counties, praying the passage of a law authorising John Grant to cut a channel 
througl) the shoal or shell reef, which was read and referred to a select commit¬ 
tee, consisting of the delegation of Mobile and Baldwin counties. 

Mr Crawford presented the petition of sundry citizens of Monroe county, oti 
the subject of locating the county site of Monroe county at Claiborne, which 
was read and referred to a select committee, consisting of the delegation of Mon¬ 
roe county. 

Mr Williams of T. presented the accounts of M. D. J. Slade and James Rath- 
er, which were severally read and referred to the committee on accounts. 

Mr Earle from the committee on education, to which was referred a bill for 
the establishment and suppon of preparatory schools in the several counties in 
this State, reported it hack to the House with the following amendments: strike 
out of the firstsection all after the enacting clause and insert the following, • tiiat 
it shall be the dut}^ of the Governor, as soon after the passage of this bill as con¬ 
venient, to appoint five suitable persons in each county in this State, to act as 
academy commissioners, who shall hold their ofiices for three years from the 
date of their appointment;^ also to strike out the word ‘gross’ wdun-e it occurs 
in this bill and insert ‘net,’ which several amendmendmeuls were by the House 
concurred in. Mr Earle moved to strike out the words ‘some of’ where they 
occur before the w’ords < its branches,’ which was carried. Mr Moore of mad. 
moved to refer the hill to a select committee, which was carried; whereupon 
messi‘8 Moore of mad. Earle and Young were appointed said committee. 

Mr mcClanahan of S. from the committee on enrolled bills reported that they 
have examined and find correctly enrolled bills of the following titles: an act 
to atpend and consolidate the laws in relation to county Treasureis: an act to in¬ 
corporate the L^ekaa Academy: an act for the relief of Cassandra Kelly: an act 
to ^yithofize Levi Williams to erect mills on the Coosa river: an act to aul!;orize 
liazijl Littlefield, to erect a gri.stand saw mill oil the east bank of the Coosa riv¬ 
er Hi the county of Benton and for other purposes: an act to compensate the 
commissioners of roads and revenue in the counties of Jefferson, Shelby ancl 
DeKalb: an act to divorce John P. Hall from his wife Mary Hd\\\ an act to di¬ 
vorce Caroline L. Neily from her husband Jubal L. Neily; an act to divorce 
Eliza A. F. Anderson from her husband Edmund R. Anderson; an act to di¬ 
vorce Martha Roberts from her husband William Roberts; and an act to divorce 
John* Youngblood from his wife Eliza Jane Youngblood. 

Mr Cook of L. from the committee on ways and means, to which was refer¬ 
red a resolution, instructing an iiupiiry into the expediency of taking some im- 
mediato steps to procure a reimbursement from the United Slates of the large 
amount of mo.ieyj which this State has paid in consecjuence of Indian hostilities, 
reported a joint memorial to the Congress of the United States, which was read. 
Mr Morris moved to strike out the wgid ‘for’ where it occu rs in the first resolu¬ 
tion, which was carried. The joint memorial was then adopted—ordered that 
the clerk acquaint the Senate therewith. 

Mr Williams of T. from the committee on the judiciary to which was referred 
a bill to beealiiled au act providing for the call of a convention of the State of 
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Alabama to alter and amend the constitution of ^said State, have had the same 
under consideration, and believe said bill to fee contrary to the State constitution, 
'rhe preamble of tlie bill proposes to amend the constitution by striking out that 
clause which relates to the location of the seat of Government, and the bill pro¬ 
vides for the call of a convention. It will be seen on examination that the con- 
siilution has provided a mode of amending and revising the Sa?Tie; that the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, whenever two thirds of each House shall deem it necessary, may 
propose ainendmendmenls to the people, and if at the next general election for 
representatives, a majority of all the citizens of the State voting for representar 
tives, have voted in favor of such proposed amendments, and two thirds of cacti 
House of the next General AssembI}’’shall ratify the same, it then becomeg a 
part of the constitution. It will be found by examining the constitutions of the 
several States, some contain provisions similar to that in the constitution of the 
State of Alai)ama, otiiers contain provisions for the call of a convention, and the 
mode pointed out by the constitution itself should be pursued aiul govern the 
Legislature; and as the constitution of the State has made no provision for the 
call of a convention, but the Legislature may propose such amendments as they 
may deem proper, and as experience under its operation may require for ttie 
good of the State, the committee therefore consider the bill providing for the 
call of a convention to be unconstitutional and ought not to pass, and ask the 
concurrence of the House. Mr Lipscomb moved to recommit the bill, which 
was can ied. 

Mr Mason from the committee on enrolled bills, reported that they had ex¬ 
amined and found correctly enrolled, bills of the follovving titles viz: an act the 
belter to provide for the advertising of lands and negroes, levied on by the sheriff 
of Dallas county, and an act to amend an act passed 23d December 1837, declar¬ 
ing Sipse}^ river, a public highway, 

Mr Andress from the committee on propositions and grievances, to w’hieh ivas 
refej'red llie petitions of sundry citizens of Coosa county, pray ing that a vole may 
betaken on the location of the court house for wSaid county, also counter petitions 
on the same subject, have reported that it appears from said counter petition-s 
that the people of that county are averse to taking the vote on the court house 
question in said county at this time; therefore il is inexpedient to legislate on 
the .suuject, in which il^e house concurred. 

Mr And ress from the same committee, to which w’as referred the petition ot 
Hugh JB. Cameron, reported a i)i!l for the relief of Hugh 11. Cameron^ which 
was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Andress from the same committee, to which was referred the petition ot 
Levi Robins, reported a bill for llie relief of Levi Robins, which was read a first 
lime and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Weissinger from the commiUeeon accounts, to which was referred the ac¬ 
count of William Fasher, reported that it is inexpedient to allow the same, in 
which report the House concurred. 

Mr Weissinger from the .same committee, to which was referred the account 
of Levi Robins, reported that it is inexpedient to allow the same, in wdiich re¬ 
port the House concurred. 

A/r Lipscomb from the committee of conference, to which was refe’^red the 
matter of difference between the Senate and House of Representatives, on the 
bill entitled an act to regulate judicial proceedings, reported that they recom¬ 
mended'to the Senate to recede from its amenddments so as it relates to the 
third section of the bill, and that the Hofjse concur in the amendments made by

the Senate in striking out the second section, in which report the House concur¬ 
red—ordered that tlie clerk acquaint the Senate therewith.

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Having voted against the passage of a bill on its passag;^ entitled an act to establish a State 
pri>on and penitentiary in the State ot Alabama, 1 avail myself of my constituth)nal privilege 
<jf entering the loilovving protest and reasons for having done so. First—f think it an unpro* 
])i; ions lime to establisii a Penitentiary in the State. Second—in order to obviate as far as 
j.'racticable objections to the measure, 1 olfered an amendment to said bill in the following 
words, to wit: 

Sec. -. And he it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the sheriff, coroner, or other 
officer, hoiding tlie elections in the different counties in this Slate, to advertise at the time they 
advertise for the tdection of members of the General Assembly, that at said election they will 
take the census of the voters of said county as to the expediency of establishing said peni- 
tciiliary. 

And be it further enacted. That at the said election it shad be the duty of tiie sheriff?, 
coroners or other officers, holding the election of their dnTerent counties to put the ques¬ 
tion to eacfi voter. Are you in favor of a ocnitontiaryl anrl the said sheriff, coroner or other 
ofli-eor, shall cause a fair registration of the answers of the electors to be made by tho.clerk hold¬ 
ing tlie election, stating how many votes are in favor, and lio.v many against, the expediency of 
establishing a penitemiary. 

And be it Jurther enacted. That if any sheriff, coroner, or other officer, shall fail or refuse to 
perform the duties required of them by tins act, lie sii.-ill forfeit and pay into the county treasury, 
wiiere such refusal may occur, the sum of one bundled dollars, to be recoverd before any court 
having jurisdiction of the same. 

And be it further enacted, Tliat it shall be the duty of said shenfT’, coroner, or other officer, 
holding the election, within sixty days afer the ekclion, to make out a fair statement of the 
votes of their counties, and send the same by mad, certiliod under their hands and seals, direct¬ 
ed to the Secretary of State, and the rt'ceipL of the po.st master at die courthouse of the county 
shall be evidence that said returns have been forwarded. 

And belt further enacted, Tliat if aftt-r casting no the vo^es in the several counties in this 
State, it appears that a majority of tlie legal voters are in favor of llie erection of a penitentiary, 
*as contemplated by tins act, then andjri that case, the foregoing act is to be in full force and 
virtue, otiunwise to be null and void. 

Tills proposed amendm; nt w'as refused, and believing that it was inexpedient and bad policy 
so to pass said bil', without such a provision in it, as set forth in the proposed amendment, I 
therefore enter the above as my protest and reasons for voting against the passage of said bill.

Mr. Andress from the committee on pi oposilions and jETrievanc's to which was referred nu¬ 
merous petitions from the people of Alabama, praying for legislative action in regard to the 
sale of ardent spirits, having bestowed upon the subject tliat earnest consideration which its inu 
portance merits, have instructed me to report, that they arc deeply sensible of the magnitude 
of the evil spoken of; they know that it possesses a great strength, and that wherever it treads 
its leaves desolation and wickedness behind, and in its influence, ?s fatal alike to private happi¬ 
ness and to public virtue—it h ss invaded the social circle and robbed home of all its endearments 
making the wife tremble in the presence of one, who should be her instructor—and the child 
shrink f»*om the glance of an eye, which should have teamed with a father’s kindness. It has 
blightf d youth, and brought down j^roy hairs with sorrow and shame to their graves. Nor have 
men in office, clothed with important promises, and honored with public coniidence, alvf ays ea- 
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caped its influence : they have at times yielded to its strength and dishonored at once themseJvef 
and their country. 

The committee are gratified, however, to observe the strength which public sentiment is gath.. 
cring in its eflbrls to crush the great evil; more than ten thousand names are signed to the peti. 
lions j)res!'nte(i to tiie Itjgisiature, and no doubt is entertained that thousands more, might have 
been obtained ijy more active exertions—it is believed too, that public sentiment, now powerthilv 
aroused, and this, directed against this alarming vice—will in time, succeed in subduing it.-l 
Eiuering fully iniollie views of tlie petitioners, sharing with them, their detestation for the evil, 
and their solicitude for its extermination—the committee apprehend tliatany action of the le, 
gisinture upon the subject at this tinie, migh injure the cause which it was designed to aid ; but 
while they tliiuk it inexpedient to legislate on the subject, they would encourage the friends of 
the temperance cause, to persevering and increasing exertions, and hope to see achieved at no 
distant day, a conquest, wdiicli, w’idleit iionor’s tliem, will bless mankind.

My PorterJ'rom the select comrnillee to vvhicli was referred certain proceed¬ 
ings of the commercial convention, held in Augusta, made the following report : 

The select committee to which was referred certain proceedings of the Commorcial Convention, held 
in Augusta, Georgia, Report:—The effort to effect a direct trade with foreign nations, in favor of the 
Southern and Western States, is one, deeply interesting to the people of Alabaiiia; and the committee 
congratulate the country, that a scheme, so favorable to its commerce and agriculture, is beginning to bo 
duly appreciated. 

It is an anomaly in the history of the commercial world, that an exporting country, possessed of pro¬ 
ductions of extraordinary value, should for years, be obliged to seek an indirect market, through wiiich 
to dispose of its commodities, and to purchase its supplies : Yet such are the principles upon which 
the commerce of the South has been regulated. 

The United States cannot ba expected to draw from other countries, either the theory or practices of 
commerce, except in a few general details. In many essentials, we bear to each other a very different re¬ 
lation, than that which exists between foreign nations, Other governments, when they regulate trade, 
prescribe its channels and restrict its operations, do so in respect to foreign communities alone—many 
times, from political considerations, which are not weighed ugainst internal prosperity. But they seldom 
pursue a policy directly affecting trade between different portions of their own country. We do so, but 
it is not to regulate commerce, but in a manner limitedlo the defined purposes of revenue, and of equ¬ 
ality between foreign nations, and the States. If our commerce is trammeled with other restraints than 
these—if it is forced into cifcuitous routes, and made to pass through intermediate markets, where ac¬ 
cumulating toll is constatilly augmenting its expense, and impeding its prosperity—we owe it alone to 
the fact, that our citizens prefer to be tributaries, rather than principals. Tliat instead of putting forth 
iheir interprize in favor ol that market, which can be directly rurched by themselves, they prefer to pay 
to others tlie price of an agency, wliich is continually impoverishing the South, 

^ Where a State has no surplus production, she can have no exports, and eoHsequently no imports’. 
^Vade to one thus situated, is therefore immaterial and unnecessary. But she is nut in a vvorse condi- 
rion than that State, which, with an invaluable and increasing production, demanded by the whole world 
luffers her exports to be sold by foreign hands, through cirouiious markets: and their value, thus de¬ 
creased, returned to her by the same hands, through the sarne markets, in the shaf>e of imports, after re- 
ilixing a profit to, others, who neither share the bnrdens of the State, nor spend one cent among our cili. 
zens. Such is the condition of Alabama ! With a production worth annually, eigliteen miiiiona of 
dollars, whirli, therefore, forms the amounts of our exports, and is properly the basis of our imports, we 
permit other States to profit by an agency, which is a loss to our citizens, to the amount of the chargei 
and profits placed upon the disposal of those exports, and this purchase of our imports. What this loss 
i#, can be appreciated by a calculation of the price of that which we sell to foreign nations, and purchase 
1/oin them, through other State or markets m the Union, 

It cannot surely be any part of the political economy of Alabama, to seek any other market for her 
products, than that which yields the rediest sale, the largest price, and where the cheapest articles of 
oonsurnpiion Can be obtained. Why then is it, fiiat the vast amount t>f cotton which has been raised in 
Alabama, since she became a State, has found the European market through the Northern cities? Or 
why does the goods.and necessaries of life, vvliich we impart from tlie same original source, come to 

only through the same secondary channels ? If we possessed no means of communication from tlio 
inferior, and the waters of the Gulf ot Mexico were not contiguous to our limits, we might find an an¬ 
swer, less calculated to mortify the pride of our citizens. But in the present state of the case, truth 
impels t(/admit, that want of commercial interprize is the sole cause of our dependence. Advancing 
AS rapidly as the people of this State have, in wealth and population ; possessed of a fertile soil, which 

abundantly repays the labor of cultivation, each man, in the contemplation of individual prosperity, 
has been careless of uatioual wealth :—A wealth, which, when the private quota of one citizen is con- 
aerned, is nothing ; but which, to future generations, may be a sure capital, upon which to base the higb- 
eel destinies of the State. It requires no abstract reasoning to sustain the position, that national wealth 
must be obtained by the same process that the wealth of individuals is procured. And the riches of a 
nation, is only a different mode of expressing the prosperity of the entire mass of people composing a 
State. If an individual employs an agent to effect that for him, which he can do himself, hejcxtrava- 
g;^andy wastes his means to the amount he pays for the agency. So, if the people of a State hire the 
sole of their exports to intermediate agents^ they must necessarily decrease the value of their exports, to 
theamotmt of the hire. If they go furthM^ and make their patvehases through the same agents, th« 
^uble operation adds a double loss to the production. Thus, New York is the commercial emporium 
if cha United States: If a bale of cotton is worth there, ei.xty dollars, it will probably be worth jn tho 
interior, fifty dollars ; it is, therefore, the interest of the seller to dispose of it in New York, If, how¬ 
ever, ffpm any cause, he cannot go there, he must sell through another. Then he who thus becomet 
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^iic a, 5 ent to f«6]] for the producer, be paiJ ibr hii linie; his‘rouble, hi^ expenses: all which eon. 
siituLc his profix But it irequeiitly happens that the ag'Ciit who tiius sclis ihe cotton oi'. the producer, also 
aeiB to hini his groceries or other g ;ods. Tiiv'se, t'no agent buys oi Ne w York, where he sells the cot¬ 
ton : and upoti ihe [trice of the go^JJ3 he also ado's for ins lime, trouble and expenses. 'Ihhis is paid lor 
by tPe consiuncr lihe\v’i;:e ; and tinis, thesaie of his produce, and purcliase or his necessaries, all take 
I'rom the oidginal worth of ih>.* produce, t»> the amouiUol what is made by the agent, x'^ow, if iho u- 
iiiount thus paid to tidspigeiK, C()u'J i.io coidincvl to our own Btate, artd eA’!;e!;Jed aiaong ourselves, the

Mr Porter from the joint confmiitce appointed to examine into the atPiirs oi the Bank 
of the St.K© of Alabama, respectfully report:— 

The committee have extended an investigation into the subject committed, as far as was 
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dcemeu essenrial to the interests of the public, and consistent with the performance of olh- 
er duties in which the corrimittee have been necessarily engaged. 

Sensible that much information is expected, and that the Legislature regard with an 
anxious and vigilant eye, the policy by which the Bank has been directed, as well as the 
general condition of its affairs,—the committee have endeavored to make every enquiry, 
to ascertain every particular, and to expose every. circumstance, which would tend to 
satity public opinion, obviate its jealousy, or restore a general conhdence. 

In the pei forrnanco of this duty, the committee may be permitted to say, that they have 
been promptly assisted l)y the officers of the Bank, with every effort which could encour¬ 
age investigation, or ascertain results. 

It is a source of pride and gratilication to the committee, that notwitstanding the dan¬ 
gers in which tiie banking institutions of the country have been of late involved, our Banks 
liavo been enabled to stand the shock—and that the condition of the State Bank at this 
time, triumphantly attests the prudence of her management, as well as her stability and 
usefulness. 

Imposing circmmstances, have combined, to prove the resources of this Bank. The 
pecuniary difficulties, commonto the wholtj community, have occasioned a constant pres¬ 
sure fur discounts:—accompanied with the most anxious demand for specie payments:— 
Two requirements, in a time of great monied distress, almost incompatible. And to 
satisfy one of which, renders necessary a denial of the otiier. Yet so prudtmt has been 
the conduct of this Haul:, so guarded her operations, that the latter of these reijuisitcs have 
been complied will), without a denial to tiie contrary of its necessary loans, or an exten¬ 
sive retirement of circulation. 


Among other measui’es adopted by this Bank, at a period of the grecatost danger in her 
transactions, was the cletermitiaiion to make advances iii)on cotton—without attempting 


to investigate the constituiional difficuhie.a which liave been urged against this policy, the 
committee arc sensibie that many fdausible reasons exist to favor the power thus exerci¬ 
sed, that it was adopted in good faith by tiie Bank, and that it lias resulted, in favoring the 
prosperity of the Bank, and in pi'crnoting the interests of the people. The measure bus 
happily enabled the Bank to provide foreign funds, without wliicli she could neither have 
sustained her credit at home or abroad. It lias assisted her in extending accommodations 
to tiie people, without wliicb their pecuniary distresses would have been greatly aggrava¬ 
ted, and it has formed a basis for the exchanges necessary to a sale of onr agricultural 
exports. Besides, it has procured for tliose who have taken advantage of its benefits, a 
direct market, \vitl'.out whic.b, at the commencement of the season they must have been 
subjected to great losses and delay in realising the value of their labor. The committee 
do not, however, in these view^, desire to be understood as sanctioning generally, tiio 
system just adverted to. 

The effects of the course whicli has been pursued in this and other matters, plainly ex¬ 
hibit the fact, that in the management of our Banks, wm have nothing to fear from the dis¬ 
cretion of an honest and able Direclorv: And that Legislation cannot be exnectcd to fe- 
gulute the [)rudencen'’#r correct the errors of those wiio do not possess tlie necessary 
qualifications. Jf this great end—tliis primary and all saving principle, of electing only 
honest and qualified Directors, is adhered to,—much bitter reflection, as well as unneces¬ 
sary legislation will bo saved. Tiie Banks w'ill cease to bo the theme of abuse, or tiie oc¬ 
casion of jeaious animadversion—they will prove what tliey wore designed to be, a source of 
convenience to the people, and of profit to the State. Tliey have so far yielded resources to 
the Treasury whicli otherwise would have been drawn from the people directly. And 
it cannot be asserted that tiie profits w’hicii are derived thus indirectly from those wlio 
borrow, have the same influence upon the community as the same amount, taken imme¬ 


diately by taxation. 

I^The greater portion of the profits realized by borrowing upon the credit of the State, comoB 
from those who themselves profit to a larger amount tlian they pay; and while these form 
but a small number of the great whole, the entire population derive the benefit. 

Your committee therefore respectfully urge upon the Legislature the suggestion, that 
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while constant investigations should be made as to tlie general condition of the Banks, par¬ 
ticular legislation should be resorted to with extreme delicacy—continual propositions 
dehning tiie special policy which slioulci govern the Banks call for constant discussions 
which go beyond tiio merits of the })articular measure, and reach to the Banks themselves. 
This is frequently at the expense of what little reputation the Bank is entitled to, and at the 
cost of public confidence. 

If w'e desire to kecj) the S 3 'stem pure, we must act with a generous and independent 
confidence—and while jealous of the credit of tlie State—while anxious to sustain her in¬ 
stitutions from blemish, let us remember that these great ends are firstof all to be promo¬ 
ted, b}* selecting for guardians, those, who will preserve unsullied tlie great trust com- 
initted to their care. 

Mr Williams of T. offered the following resolution: Resolved, that the Joint Exam¬ 
ining committee on the State Bank be insirucicd to have one tbaaisand copies of the 
joint Bank report printed for llie use of the House, \vfiich was adoj)ted.

House, to have the reasons of Ins dissent to “any act orresoiuiion vvhicli he may think injurious totho 
public or an individucil, entered on the jnurnals/’ to record ths following considerations as the reasons 
which influenced his course in relation to the bill entitled “An act to prohibit uaia vful banking aeso- 
ciations, and for other purposes:” 


First—His constituents are largely interested in the successful operations of an inytitutiori which it 
is the design, and in ail probnbiiity v/ill be the efi'eef, of said act to suppress. 

Secondly—From this consideration and the numernus inanifc.stauon.s of public sm^Iment and feeling 
in rt-’gard to iliat insrituiion, he lias considered himself instructed to oppose the passage of any act which 
may be calculated to have that effect.

has the honor iti part to represent, are now severely suffering. 

The undersiiitned is of the dediborate opinion, that no measure or system of measures can effect a 
thorough, and what may be justly regarded a constitutional and dcsiraldt; refjnu in the currency, 
which recognizes as n part of our permanent policy tltc circulation of Bank notes of any description 
whatever, under the denomination of twenty dollars, or whicii is calculated to perpetuate o system of 
monopoly and exclusive privileges—such as is the system of incorporated banking nt present existiftg\ 
here and elsewh* re; which cannot fail to result ukiinately ip the establishment amids! a community of 
freemen, of a privileged, aristocratic, moneyed order of men, at war with that fundamental principles 
and equal spirit of free governrifcnt, and tending directly to the subjectimj of the many, to the (fomioion 
of the fewu The present is a particulnrly auspicious and opportune jieriod, for the commencement of 
a radical and wise reform of the Banking system and currency of the country. Public attention la 
awakened to the subject, and public opinion is ripe for action. 

Forhieowa view® in regard to the policy to ho adopted to ciTect a purpo-^e so great and intcrsrting, 
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h^, leave ro refer to the dilTercnt amendmeatB proposed by bill'during-the progress .of ih® bill eoder 
consideration—which were in overy instance cutoff by the application of the Previous Questioo. He 
deems it duo to himscif, also, to add, that his amendments as to details w^re ncce^sratriiy imperfect, for 
the w^ant of sufficient time to mature them, in consequence of the great haste with wkioii the bill tsriHii 
precipitated through the House.
